There 
were 43 persons in the building 
at the time. Of those who g ot 
out, one died later in a hospital 
and 13 others—patients-and em­ 
ploy es — needed hospital treat­ 
ment. One patient was listed to ­ 
day as in critical condition. 
Woman Found Later 
Police found Mrs. Annie Orme, 
about 75, who had been listed 
among the dead after she tried 
to enter the back door of a home 
in the neig hborhood early today . 
She told police she ran out of 
the rest home and into nearby

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CATASTROPHE IN THE AIR 
Unhappily , majo r air disasters so metimes 
co me in clusters. Such a time was the perio d 
which saw a DC-6 crash in New Yo rk, a 
jet fig hter co llide with a DC-7 in Califo rnia, 
and sev eral o ther military craft destro y ed. 
The mo st unusual accident, o f co urse, 
was the co llisio n. Bo th the DC-7 and the 
jet were testing in the cro wded air o v er Lo s 
Ang eles, site o f busy airpo rts and a number 
o f plane facto ries. 
The DC-7 ’s fall into scho o ly ard in the San 
Fernando v alley , bring ing death and injury 
to children, added immeasurably to the dis­ 
astro us co nsequences. 
Naturally this accident led to o utcries 
ag ainst the testing o f aircraft o v er densely 
po pulated residential zo nes. In respo nse, 
the Civ il Aero nautics Bo ard has o rdered 
that all test flig hts—civ ilian and military — 
be made o v er o pen water o r sparsely set­ 
tled areas appro v ed by the g o v ernment. 
But it sho uld no t be tho ug ht that this is the 
to tal answer to what happened. 
The sig nificant thing abo ut the jet-DC-7 
co llisio n is that it represents ano ther fo rce­ 
ful demo nstratio n o f the inadequacy o f 
present co ntro ls o v er swelling air traffic. 
The key fact in this case was repo rted 
by no ne o ther than Do nald Do ug las, maker 
o f America’s mo st widely used co mmercial 
planes. He was talking to the DC-7 pilo t 
v ia radio at the mo ment o f co llisio n. The 
pilo t sho uted that his ship had just been 
struck by a jet. 
The po int is that neither he no r any o f 
his three crewmates saw the jet at all. Since 
the jet pilo t is dead, he canno t say whether 
o r no t he ev er saw the DC-7 . Obv io usly , in 
any ev ent, he did no t see it in time. 
Thus this co llisio n is o f the same o rder as 
the fateful meeting o f a United Air Lines 
and a TWA plane o v er the Grand Cany o n 
last summer. 
Bo th accidents emphasize painfully the 
lack o f g o o d pilo t v isio n in to day ’s big air­ 
craft, and the g rav e sho rtco ming s o f ex ist­ 
ing g ro und-directed co ntro l o f the jammed 
airlanes. 
Certain lawmakers raised a lo ud hue and 
cry ag ainst testing planes o v er residential 
Lo s Ang eles. They and many o f their co l­ 
leag ues mig ht better emplo y their energ ies 
in pressing fo r new air traffic co ntro ls, plus 
the mo ney fo r the electro nic equipment 
needed to make them effectiv e. 
What happened o v er Lo s Ang eles and the 
Grand Cany o n can happen ag ain any day 
until v ital, sweeping actio n is taken to co r­ 
rect this desperately serio us pro blem.

DON’T BE A POLIO VICTIM 
The po lio v accine is amo ng the g reatest 
o f recent medical disco v eries. The v accine 
is safe, marv elo usly effectiv e, and it is no w 
in abundant supply . 
Yet, despite this, the natio nal v accinatio n 
pro g ram is lag g ing . 
The situatio n is so critical that the trus­ 
tees o f the American Medical Asso ciatio n 
recently called a meeting o f state and terri­ 
to rial medical asso ciatio n representativ es to 
plan and pro mo te a g ig antic po lio v accine 
pro g ram. The idea was bo rn at a prio r 
meeting between o ne o f the trustees and 
representativ es o f the American Academy 
o f Pediatrics, the American Academy o f 
General Practice, the Surg eo n General o f 
the U. S. Health Serv ice and o thers. A 
g eneral pro g ram was ag reed upo n. Po ints 
stressed are that the v accine is bo th safe 
and effectiv e; that ev ery o ne sho uld be v ac­ 
cinated, and especially tho se under 40; that 
inertia and apathy are primarily respo n­ 
sible fo r the failure o f larg e seg ments o f the 
public to be v accinated, and that the medi­ 
cal pro fessio n sho uld g o all o ut in an effo rt 
to pro mo te the use o f the v accine. It was 
also reco g nized that the principal respo n­ 
sibility fo r implementatio n o f the pro g ram 
rests with state and lo cal medical so cieties. 
It is certainly to be ho ped that the medi­ 
cal pro fessio n is successful in this g reat 
undertaking —and that public letharg y will

CONTRACTS 


One of the m ost serious problem s facing all 
forms of gov ernm ents is how to pay off support­ 
ers. In the B ritish system , it is quite simple be­ 
cause they can always find a suitable title and 
send the fellow to the House of Lords which he 
need nev er attend but which giv es him prestige 
and his wife a ladyship. In France, the supporter 
is giv en a red ribbon to weaT on his lapel. In Rus­ 
sia, sooner or later, such an ardent soul gets a 
medal, the O rder of Lenin, and the right to pos­ 
sess an automobile. 
H ere in the United States, it is difficult to 
take care of supporters. Some can be appointed 
to the Cabinet and to the few expensiv e em bas­ 
sies, such as London, Paris, and Rome where it 
costs so much to be an am bassador th at only the 
rich can hold down the job. The principal way of 
taking care of supporters is by doing little fav ors 
for them which becomes a fulfilment of a con­ 
tract. 
The contractor is the middleman betw’ecn the 
recipient of campaign contributions and the giv er; 
he also is obligated to see th at the contract, the 
v erbal understanding of the quid pro quo is not 
forgotten. As he is usually a friend of both sides 
and more of a friend of the recipient than of the 
giv er, he adv ises his friend how to look after 
those who need fav ors. Generally, he is a lawyer 
and gets no fee for fav ors and is therefore not a 
lobbyist but only a friend. He usually m akes his 
way because the right people get to know th at 
he is a v ery influential person and either retain 
him as a counsel or let him in on big deals or 
both. 
His influence is to be m easured by the regard 
in which he is held by the public officials who are 
supposed to be his friends but whose friendship 
he can count on only if he deliv ers w hatev er they 
need to hav e deliv ered. Thus, he serv es two m as­ 
ters and can only succeed as long as he is w ith­ 
out principle. The moment he grows philosophical 
or weighs v irtue in the balance, he falls flat on 
his face. 
W hereas the fiv e-percenters and other fixers 
could be inv estigated by Congressional comm it­ 
tees, these contractors really perform no serv ices 
for a fee; they are purv eyors of friendship and 
among their num ber may be counted sev eral 
women whose influence is indirect, like th at of 
M adame Pompadour. They giv e enormous parties 
to which all sorts of folks are inv ited. Most of 
them are shield-bearers. There are two or three 
who need to be introduced to each other under 
happy auspices, when the m artinis and v odka 
flow and the cav iar and pate de foie gras prov ide 
a sense of well-being Jn some instances, the party 
is paid for by one of the participants who desir­ 
ing to m eet so and so, could afford the expense 
of the occasion. The purv eyors of friendship find 
this is a v ery profitable enterprise because in a 
world where back-scratching is a gentle art, it is 
I necessary to hav e someone about who knows how 
! to scratch a back. 
Of course, there are also those who put a 
j knife in one’s back, but of them we need not 
| speak. They are too usual in competitiv e politics 
to be w orthy of more than a casual mention. 
Howev er, it is to be noted that ev en such activ i­ 
ties hav e become more genteel. It is now the style 
to spread the rum or th at someone is nuts or con­ 
trov ersial, or unpopular or th at Ike does not like 
him, or anything like that just to create an a t­ 
mosphere. 
If guilt by association was tough on Commu­ 
nists and fellow-trav ellers, it does not seem to 
i hav e any effect upon these contractors who as- 
¡sociate with Republicans and Dem ocrats and will 
| ev en support a suspected ex-Communist or w hat­ 
ev er there is going. They are. in effect, humani- 
I tarians, for no one can sin sufficiently to make 
himself unsatisfactory to them , 
unless he is 
caught. F or ev ery ev il, they hav e the explanation 
th at it is normal. / 
And the answer, of course, is th at when the 
people are v igilant and the press is aggressiv e 
politics is not played th at way at all. This is all 
a bad habit, like adm inistrativ e law’, in the sense 
th at gov ernm ent by contract helps the fixers to

That Bo dy o f Yo urs 


By JAMES W. BAR TON, M.D. 
HELPING THE ELDERLY PERSON 
IN HOSPITAL 


We were speaking yesterday of how sim ilar 
the reactions of an elderly person and a child 
are to being taken from fam iliar surroundings 
and placed in hospital. 
There is often agitation, 
panic and ev en delirium. 
W hat w e m ust keep in mind is th at part of 
the aging process is a lessening in flexibility and 
ability to adapt to change or stress. 
Although 
delirium is the most common m ental reaction to 
injury or sickness and consequent hospitalization 
in the aged, it is by no means the only one. Some­ 
tim es they become v ery depressed. 
Sometimes 
there is a lessening in the reasoning power, the 
memory and the will. 
A num ber of m easures can be helpful in av oid­ 
ing m ental complications in the aged when there 
is no alternativ e to hospitalization. 
Relativ es 
should be asked regarding any special habits or 
rituals the patient may hav e and these should be 
continued prov iding they do not interfere too seri­ 
ously w’ith hospital routine. 
For example, an el­ 
derly woman who was accustomed to hav ing twro 
glasses of hot lemonade ev ery m orning was great­ 
ly reliev ed when she was assured this routine 
could continue in the hospital. 
It is the rare 
person who does not hav e some personal habit of 
this type and most of the tim e there is no reason 
why it should hav e to stop in hospital. 
Patient, careful, simple explanations regard­ 
ing his injury or illness and hospitalization are 
also helpful to the aged person. 
In this respect, 
the elderly person forgets v ery rapidly and there­ 
fore such explanations may hav e to be repeated 
at frequent interv als. 
The early symptoms of an oncoming delirium 
or state of confusion m ust be watched for. 
It is 
fairly easy to recognize such signs which include 
restlessness and irritability, easy m ental fatigue, 
mild confusion and increased loss of memory for 
recent ev ents. 
If a surgical procedure is not ab­ 
solutely necessary, it should be postponed if such 
symptoms appear. A m em ber of the family should 
be enlisted to stay with the patient and a light 
should be left on at night. 
W ith the appearance 
of restlessness, there is a tendency to prescribe 
sedativ es and narcotics but a good general rule 
is to giv e as few doses and as small am ounts of 
m edication as possible. 
W hiskey or brandy in 
eggndg is an excellent nightly sedativ e in some 
cases. 
Brandy has been called the “milk of the 
aged” and the danger of alcoholism at this period 
is v ery slight. 
Careful use of the newer tran- 
quilizing drugs, especially chlorpromazine, has 
been extrem ely successful in doing away w ith the 
need for sedativ es and in reducing agitation and 
anxiety. 
G etting the patient up on his feet as early as 
possible is helpful not only for medical reasons 
but also for the m ental improv ement to be de­ 
riv ed from the patient’s being less restricted in 
activ ities and being able to m ake more social 
contacts. 
Such other helps as occupational th er­ 
apy can also be employed.

Chuck 
roast and ground beef also arc 
advertised at bargain prices in 
some places. 


Pork Is Featured

Pork also will be featured in 
many places this week, at prices 
2 to 16 cents below last week. 
Here again a variety of cuts are 
offered as roasts, chops and loins. 
Roasting, frying and stewing 
chickens are planned as the No.

Cam eras will be located a t 
12 sites around the world, as indicated on map below. 
The first statio n is ex pected to be set 
up at W hite Sands Proving Ground, N. M., by midsummer. 
The 
Smithsonian 
Astrophysical 
Observatory, Cambridge, Mass., will m anage the cam era-track ing operation. 
It is a project 
of the Internatio nal Geophysical Year, which s ta rts July 1 and runs thro ugh 19 58 . 
In addition 
to m erely photographing the satellite, the cam eras will m ak e it possible to m ap the earth’s 
surface more ex actly than ever before. 
The cam eras will register positions within 10 feet on 
either side of the course and within 25 feet alo ng the course.

The men 
I who formed this settlem ent had 
almost everything against them. 
The site they chose for a town 
was swampy, infested w ith mos­ 
quitoes, humid in the long sum ­ 
m ers . . . over half of the origi­ 
nal contingent died by the first 
autum n.

were 
brought over; insufficient food, 
brack ish w ater, b p p r e s s i v e 
w eather 
and 
hostile 
Indians 
brought their population from 
1500 to 60. . 


In the Feb. 9 , 19 57, Saturday 
Evening Post there is ano ther 
illustrated article on "The Se­ 
crets of Jam esto w n” by Richard 
Thruelsen . . . "Dead and buried 
for decades, Jam estown, Va., is 
now being brought back to life 
to celebrate its 350th birthday. 
In the resto ratio n, ex perts have 
u n e a r t he d an ex trao rdinary 
treasure." In both articles they 
show models of little sailing ves­ 
sels. 
The Susan Constant was one of 
three, the o ther two were the 
Godspeed and the Discovery. 
In 
the "This W eek ” article there is 
a table model with sails. 
In the 
"Po st” The Susan Constant, the 
largest of the three vessels that 
brought the colonists to Jam es­ 
town was being co nstructed at 
West Norfolk , Va. 
This is an 
ocean-going replica and one can 
see how large it is in camparison 
to the men work ing along side of 
it. Another photo shows the rig­ 
gers putting finishing touches on 
the 100 ton vessel soon after 
launching. It seems that Virginia 
will celebrate throughout

By The Associated Press 
The Gaza Strip, one of the k eys 
to peace in the Middle East, has 
been an historic hot spot since 
Biblical days. 
It is a tongue of land along 
the 
Palestine coast, 
26 miles 
long and 6 miles wide. It is a 
plain with slight rolling hills and 
sand dunes 
fro nting 
the blue 
M editerranean. 
Since the Palestine w ar of 19 48 
it has been teem ing w ith 200,000 
Arab refugees. 
Was Controlled by Egypt 
It is now occupied by Israeli 
m ilitary and civilian personnel-as 
a result of Israel's attack on 
Egypt last October. 
Before that Egypt controlled 
the strip. 
Israel’s 
refusal 
to quit 
the 
strip in accord with the UN 
General Assembly’s recom menda­ 
tion has prolonged the Middle 
East crisis. 
Israel says it w ants to rem ain

raeli settlers. The Egyptians in­ 
sist on Israeli w ithdraw al. 
UN Shoulders Burden 
The UN has been sho uldering 
the financial burden for care of 
the refugees, but Henry R. La- 
bouisse, head of the UN aid pro­ 
gram, repo rts tha t Israel's oc­ 
cupation has disrupted services 
to the refugees. He has ask ed 
the UN General Assembly to de­ 
cide w hether to continue relief 
operations there. 
Total population of the strip 
is about 300.000. Thus about two 
thirds of its people are fed and 
sheltered in four big camps by 
the UN relief agency for Pales­ 
tine refugees. 
It is named for the city of 
Gaza, at the no rth end of the 
strip.

father told him why he’d had to 
make Bobby retu rn the flashlig ht. 
Describing a toy watch that 
had been stolen from him as a 


little boy , he said, “I looked for 
it ev ery where. And ev ery where I 
looked, I'd think, ’May be I ’ll find 
it here.’ Then one day the boy 
who took it g av e it back to me. 
It was broken. This, is why we 
can’t lot y ou take thing s from 
children withou t asking . We can 
nev er be su re how mu ch the 
children lov e the thing s." 
This kind of ex planation of ou r 
point of v iew* is all that is needed 
in these situ ations. 
As to whether we shou ld or 
shou ld not u se the word “steal­ 
ing ” to Bobby , I don’t think it 
m atters a whoop. I think all that 
m atters to him is the tenderness 
we feel for the primev al inno­ 
cence in him that still sees w ant­ 
ing and receiv ing as one and the 
same thing . 
If v v e feel this tenderness, we 
can declare ou r own post-Eden 
morality to Bobby with profit. 
I t’s g ood for him to learn that we 
respect Donald’s feeling for his 
flashlig ht ev en thou g h v v e don’t 
demand this respect from Bobby . 
Ev en thou g h he’s lost the toy , 
he’s comforted to know that he is 
the child of people to whom other 
children’s feeling s are important 
too. 
I t’s the qu ality of ou r own m or­ 
ality that is challeng ed by child­ 
ish stealing .

Differ on 
Hot Rods 


Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 14 UP)— 
Are hot rodders in the state, 
those enthusiasts of the souped- 
up engine and drag race, becom­ 
ing too hot to handle? 
That was the question that 
came in for a little official scru­ 
tiny here yesterday and, as you 
might guess, there were some 
differences of opinion. 
Sheriff 
Harold 
Calkins 
of 
Schenectady county said a brake 
should be put on the hot rod­ 
ders before they “ get out of 
hand.” 
But Police Chief Frank Me 
Cue of Glen Cove said laws to 
regulate the hot rodders wmffd 
be “just picking on the kids." 
The opinions were expressed 
in a panel discussion at the con­ 
vention of the New York State 
Assn. of Towns. 


Engineers Get Tips 


William Keeler, manager of 
the R ochester Safety Council, 
also had a good word for the hot 
rodders. 
“ They have done many won­ 
derful things,” he said. “ Auto 
engineers have taken many tips 
from hot rodders.” 
Keeler thought that “ hot rod­ 
der” was an unfortunate name 
but didn’t offer a better one. 
Calkins conceded that some 
good comes from hot rod clubs, 
but he recommended that a law 
be passed to require special li­ 
censes for drag strip driving. He

There are a few’ rules to fol­ 
low’,

aimin g the cast. 
To aim your cast, hold the rod 
slightly above*a horizon tal posi­ 
tion an d lin e up on the target. 
Your arm should be relaxed . Try 
to estimate how much speed the 
rc 1 will n eed to shoot the lure 
the proper d istan ce. 
With an upward an d backward 
wrist motion , start the rod to­ 
ward vertical, acceleratin g the 
backward speed un til the rod is 
12 o’clock high, ' 01(1 then stop all 
arm an d wrist movemen t. Let 
the lure pull the rod back in to 
a castin g ben d . 
It’» In The Wrist 
The wrist goes to work when 
the lure is pullin g hard on the 
rod tip—this time forward , re­ 
leasin g the lin e from the right 
forefin ger at about the 10 o’clock 
position in the forward cast. 
When the lin e has been re­ 
leased , %moye your fin ger away, 
an d to'the right of the spool. If 
you are tryin g for a very lon g 
shot, d on ’t allow the lin e to come 
in con tact with your fin ger at all. 
Sometimes, however, you will 
wan t to slow’ the cast d own , as 
the common ten d en cy is to over­ 
shoot a target. To correct a cast, 
simply tip your forefin ger in to­ 
ward the spool, an d the escapin g 
coils of lin e will hit your fin ger­ 
tip an d thus retard the flight of 
the lure. 
After you’ve become familiar 
with the motion s in volved in 
castin g, it’s perfectly simple to 
switch from the overhead cast to 
the sid e cast, or an y other cast 
for that matter. The beauty of 
the spin n in g rod is in bein g able 
to shoot a lure from all position s.
